George Bevan was transported to Australia on the Straheden which left 
London in 1845 stopping at thelsleof Wight on August 3 where shetook on 
72 Parkhurst boys bound for H obart. T hey were part of the 154 maleconvicts 
sentenced to transportation. The Statheden arrived at Van Diemen's Land 
on 25 December 1845 where many convicts were disembarked including 
the Parkhurst boys. Theship then sailed on 12 J anuary 1846 for Port Phillip 
arriving on 27 January whereit disembarked the remaining convicts including 
George Bevan. On the token created by Bevan he indicates he was born on 
16 January 1827 and that he would be 19 in 1846 however he has dated it 
1845 and age 18 which was his actual age when he was making the token 
during 1845. It has obviously taken a long time and a lot of effort to create 
the undercut groove and then infill it with silver, probably from a threepence, 
which would have been a considerable sum in the 1820s. Then the creation 
of the decorative milled edge would also have required a sustained amount 
of perseverance to accomplish. His finished work is of a style rarely seen in 
these types of tokens.

TheLaunceston Examiner, on Thursday 5 M ay 1853, page 4, reprinted a despatch dated 14 December 1852 from Sir William Pakington, the late Secretary of 
State for the Colonies to Sir William Denison, Lt-Governor of Van Diemen’s Land, in relation to considerations being given to the cessation of transportation 
to Tasmania, which in part stated. ‘From the terms of the speech delivered by her M ajesty to Parliament at the opening of the present session, you will have 
learned that her M ajesty’s confidential servants had felt it their duty to advise that the attention of Parliament: should be called to the existing system of 
secondary punishment, with a view to the abolition, at no distant period, of transportation to Van Diemen’s Land. 


M y object, in the present despatch, will be to convey to you the considerations which have weighed with her M ajesty’s government on this subject, and the 
views which they entertain on the proper course to be adopted for giving effect to their conclusions, should those conclusions meet with the approval of 
Parliament.’.... Her M ajesty then outlines the pros and cons of the system of transportation but concludes that it will in fact cease. 


T he despatch finishes as follows, ‘I may state, in conclusion, that it is a source of much gratification to me to convey to you a decision so much in accordance 
with the strongly expressed wish of the colonists of Van Diemen’s Land; and | trust that they may recognise in it the desire of the government of this country 
to consult their wishes, and to strengthen their loyalty to the crown, and attachment to the British Empire.’ 


In duecourse, the Cessation of Transportation was passed by British Parliament and the news conveyed to Tasmania on 10 August 1853. A medal to commemorate 
the event was produced by the Royal M int in London and in 1855 a shipment of 9,000 white metal medals and 100 bronze medals were received. The white 
metal issues were primarily distributed to school children in Tasmania and the bronze were awarded for services rendered in the ‘anti-transportation cause’. 


In the South Australian R egister, an Adelaide newspaper, on Wednesday 22 August 1855, page 3 it was reported that a ‘medal to Commemorate the C essation 
of Transportation, several of the medals which have been struck to commemorate the cessation of transportation to the colony of Van Diemen’s Land, have 
been awarded by the Tasmanian Committees to persons in N ew South Wales who took an active part in the anti-transportation movement. Amongst others, 
Mr. Cowper, M..LC., President of the Anti-Transportation League, Mr. Parkes, M.L.C., and Mr. Gilbert Wright, have received the medal, which is of bronze, 
and is 2-1/4 inches in diameter. 


On the obverse is the profile of H er M ajesty, very neatly and firmly executed, and by no means an unfaithful likeness. The inscription on the obverse is simply 
‘Victoria Queen, MDCCCLIII.’ The reverse has the Australasian Arms, with the supporters, the kangaroo and the emu, and bears the inscription, ‘ Cessation of 
Transportation, 1853 — Tasmania founded 1803.’ The design of the medal is remarkably chaste and neat, and its appearance is at oncesimple and elegant. It is 
a tasteful memorial of the event it is designed to commemorate, and forms an appropriate recognition of the services of those who took a foremost part in the 
movement which resulted in the cessation of transportation to Van Diemen’s Land, and thus gave the death-blow to the convict system in these colonies.’ 


It is significant that the reverse design of the medal, referred to above as the Australasian arms was the coat-of-arms adopted by Australia following 
federation.

Research discloses that this medal was struck at the Sydney Branch of the 
Royal M int. The steamship 'Admella' of 500 tons was built in Glasgow in 
1857. Taking her name from the first syllables of ADelaide, M ELbourne 
and LAunceston, she commenced service between Adelaide and M elbourne 
in August 1858. The following account is reproduced from the S.A.N J. 
July 1950; 


‘The Steamship, 'Admella’, left Port Adelaide on Friday, August 5, 1859, 
bound for M elbourne carrying 82 passengers and a crew of 31. Included in 
the cargo were four racehorses which wereto take part in the first M elbourne 
Cup. The story of the tragic loss of the ship is one of epic heroism mixed 
with almost unbelievable ill-luck which dogged the rescue attempts. Late 
on Friday afternoon, due to a heavy swell, a mishap occurred to one of the 
horses, soon after the 'Admella' had passed Cape Willoughby and the ship 
was brought around so that the frightened animal could be quietened. The 
change in course apparently caused some confusion because of the lack of 
landmark and the subsequent misreading of the compass. Around about 
4.30 on Saturday morning the ship ran onto Carpenter's Rocks, a sunken 
reef between Robe and Port M acDonnell.

The tragic story from then on is of disappointments and failures in the 
rescue attempts. It is difficult to believe that, although only a mile from the 
shore and less than 24 hours steaming distance from Port Adelaide, it was 
a whole week before the survivors were taken off. By a series of mishaps, 
the ship's lifeboats were all lost and by Sunday morning more than half of 
those aboard had been washed off the sloping decks or thrown when the 
forepart of the ship broke up. 


Two of the crew managed to get ashore on a makeshift raft on Sunday 
afternoon and proceeded on foot to CapeN orthumberland lighthouse some 
twenty-odd miles away. The keeper of the lighthouse, Captain Germein, 
was later to figure prominently in the rescue attempts. With their numbers 
diminishing daily and without food or water, the 56 who remained aboard 
on Sunday morning were to spend five more days of prolonged horror 
witnessing futile attempts to rescue them. It was not until Saturday, August 
13, that the half demented remainder, only 22 including the captain and 
the sole woman survivor, were taken off. Of the fifteen children and thirty 
four women aboard, only one woman was saved. By an ironic twist of fate, 
the four racehorses were rescued and one of them actually took part in the 
Champion Stakes in October. Adam Lindsay Gordon's poem 'From the 
Wreck’ is said to describe his own ride carrying the news of the 'Admella’. 
Because of this link abound volume of the official report on the disaster was 
added to the Dingler Dell collection of Gordon's relics at M ount Gambier 
in 1989. Stirred by the tragic loss and the heroism of the rescuers, the 
Victorian Colonists were instrumental in having a medal struck in London 
for presentation. This was made at a special gathering in the Exhibition 
Building in M elbourne on June 25, 1860.’ 


A total of 3 gold and 39 silver medals were awarded. Philip Francis, described 
as a fisherman, was a crewman in the Portland lifeboat. He was a member of 
the crew on the first unsuccessful rescue attempt on 12 August and also on 
the second, this time successful, rescue attempt on the following day.

‘The Scottish situation was complicated by thearrival from Francein 1560 of

ThomasH arper was born in England in 1744. H ewasa goldsmith, councillor, 
a prominent freemason and a master of The Turners Company for the years 
1813 & 1829. In his early twenties he emigrated to America and is noted as 
being in Charleston, South Carolina in 1767. Being a staunch loyalist to the 
crown, he was court martialled and forced to flee America for St Eustatius 
on the outbreak of the War of Independence in 1778. He returned briefly a 
few years later when Charleston was recaptured by the British, but when it 
fell he returned to England and settled in London, where he established a 
business as a goldsmith in a Fleet Street shop. Asa freemason he published 
an edition of the Ahiman Rezon in 1800 and two others in 1807 and 1813. 
At the Union of thetwo Grand Lodges he opened the Especial Grand Lodge 
as Deputy Grand M aster and by unanimous accord was fraternally requested 
to continue in office and fulfil the duties until the appointment and installation 
of a Grand M aster, the Duke of Kent, who subsequently appointed and 
installed H arper as his Deputy. After a fire destroyed his property on Fleet 
Street in 1829, he moved to the Featherstone Buildings in Holborn where 
he died on 25th April 1832 aged 88.

Under Count Stephen in 1516 rich deposits of silver ore were discovered in 
the Bohemian basin. It rapidly becameat that placea thriving mining town. In 
1517 thesitewas renamed J achymov - in analogy to the Erzgebirge mountain 
places named after saints M arienberg, Annaberg and J osef village. In 1520 
Stephen and his brothers were awarded by the Czech parliament the right to 
mint silver coins, with oneside the coat of arms and a representation of the 
Bohemian king (lion) and on the other side the holy J oachim with the coat 
of arms of the Counts of Schlick. It is noteworthy that the document still 
preserved, was written in Czech. It is refered to as the 'St. Joachim Thaler’. 
This guldengroschen enjoyed tremendous popularity and its name was 
quickly shortened to thaler, the name by which it was continued to be used 
over the next four centuries. The name still lives on today in the American 
dollar and the Russian ruble.

Frederick Ill of Saxony began the production of talers in Germany in 
1500, and the mints of Saxony moved from the capital, Dresden, to be 
near the mines of Annaberg, Freiberg and Schneeberg. The size of the taler 
offered great scope for engravers to produce fine portraits and elaborate 
versions of dynastic emblems for German princes. Since 1485 Saxony had 
been partitioned between two branches of its ruling Wettin dynasty. Duke 
Georg, the current ruler of Albertine or Ducal Saxony, proved to be one of 
Luther's most implacable enemies until he died in 1539. Friedrich the Wise's 
territorial section was smaller than Albertine Saxony, but he did have one 
crucial advantage by having the title of elector, which gave him a pivotal 
role in the politics of the entire Holy Roman Empire. The emperor had to 
be wary of Friedrich, and that became of great significance when in later 
years Europe's mightiest ruler was anxious to destroy Friedrich's patronage 
of M artin Luther.

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Walter Lawry, was born on 3 August 1793 at Rutheren, near Bodmin, 
Cornwall, England. He was accepted as a candidate for a ministry in the 
M ethodist Church by the British Conference in 1817 and was chaplain in 
the convict ship Lady Castlereagh which sailed from England and arrived 
in Sydney on 1 M ay 1818. He was the second Weslyan M ethodist minister, 
joining his colleague, Rev Samuel Leigh who was stationed at Parramatta 
where he conducted services in the homes of Rowland H assall and William 
Shelley. 


H emarried M ary Cover H assall, daughter of Rowland and Elizabeth H assall, 
in St John's Church on 22 November 1819. On 29 October 1820 Lawry 
conducted the first M ethodist service west of the BlueM ountainsin the Court 
H ouse, Bathurst and the first M ethodist church at Parramatta, dedicated on 
20 April 1821, was built at his expense at a cost of 300. Thereis little doubt 
that Lawry was held in high regard by members of the M ethodist community 
in the colony after R ev Ralph M ansfield wrotein the Christian Advocate that 
Lawry should be considered to be the father of M ethodism in Parramatta 
because he had organised its first Society, founded its first Sunday school, 
built the first Chapel and put the new group into financial connection with 
the Wesleyan M issionary Society. 


In the same year he received instructions from the M ethodist Conference 
in England to proceed to the Friendly Islands (Tonga). To facilitate the trip, 
Lawry, in partnership with his brother-in-law J onathan H assall and theship's 
captain, Captain Beveredge, bought a ship, the St M ichael, for £1,100. The 
voyage was made via N ew Zealand, with Lawry taking his wife and son with 
him. His work at Tonga was not very successful as his efforts were continually 
being undermined by a runaway convict from Botany Bay named M organ. 
When the St Michael returned, bringing mail, Lawry received letters of 
censure from the Wesleyan M issionary Society's London committee and was 
ordered to report to Van Diemen's Land. This action was the consequence 
of complaints made by Rev Samuel Leigh who had been a suitor of M ary 
H assall and was jealous of Lawry because he married her. 


The family left Tonga in October 1823 and returned to Sydney however, 
instead of going to Van Diemen's Land, Lawry set off with his family on the 
M idas in 1824 for England arriving in 1825 and interviewed the missionary 
committee, which cleared him of any wrongdoing. On Christmas Day 1825, 
M ary Lawry died after giving birth to their daughter, M ary Australia. When 
news of her death was received in Sydney, an obituary was printed in the 
Sydney Gazette and a special service was held in the Parramatta Chapel 
built by her husband where the service was conducted by Rev Samuel Leigh. 
Rev Samuel M arsden held M ary in such esteem that he also preached a 
sermon there. 


On 27 July 1829, Lawry married an English widow, Eliza W hite(M olyneaux), 
and she brought up his children. He remained carrying out his ministry in 
England until 1843 when he was appointed General Superintendent of 
Wesleyan missions in New Zealand. The Wesleyan headquarters were at 
Auckland. Within a year there was a Native Institution for training native 
teachers at Grafton Road (1845-48) and by 1846 there were 14 mission 
stations with 17 missionaries, 345 native helpers, 2,960 church members, 
and 4,834 children at school. 


In 1854 Walter retired because of ill health and returned to Parramatta. 
He died on 30 March 1859 and was buried in the Wesleyan Cemetery at 
Parramatta. Later, the Parramatta City Council commemorated his life and 
work by designating the area the Walter Lawry M ethodist M emorial Park.

GeorgeM eredith, was born on 13 February 1777 near Birmingham, England. 
In 1796 he was commissioned second lieutenant in the marines and later 
served in the West Indies, at the blockade of Ferrol in Spain and on the 
M editerranean Station. At Alexandria in 1803 he made a daring ascent of 
Pompey's Pillar, a granite column 180 feet high, to fasten the Union J ack in 
place of a French cap-of-liberty placed there by N apoleon's forces. 
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In 1805 when recruiting in Berkshirehe met and married Sarah Hicks. N ext 
year he retired from the M arines on half-pay and commenced farming at 
N ewbury. Later the family moved to H averfordwest, Pembrokeshire, and 
farmed there until 1819 when the post-war rural depression stimulated his 
interest in emigration. M eredith resolved to settle in Van Diemen's Land 
and applied to the Colonial Office for letters of introduction. In company 
with several partners he chartered a ship, but early in 1820 his wife died 
suddenly, thus jeopardizing the whole venture. By good fortune their former 
governess and companion, M ary Evans, consented to take care of the young 
family on the voyage however, before embarkation, George M eredith and 
M ary Evans were quietly married and on 8 November the expedition sailed 
in the Emerald and reached H obart Town on 13 M arch 1821. 


M eredith presented his letters of introduction to Lieutenant-Governor 
William Sorell and began to look for suitable farmland. According to 
government surveys the most promising land was at Oyster Bay, about 225 
km distant on the eastern coast, and a small party set out in a whale-boat to 
explorethe district. Some parts capable of development were selected and the 
party returned to H obart on 24 April to lodge the formal applications. 


Official permission was duly given to the wholescheme, and latein September, 
after the first livestock were dispatched overland, a small schooner was 
chartered to take the settlers to Oyster Bay. A tannery and flour-mill were 
established at the M eredith River and bay whaling stations set up on nearby 
islands to try out whale oil for export. The M eredith family had first lived 
at Redbanks, a turf hut strengthened with timber, on the south bank of the 
M eredith River. In about 1827 they moved into Belmont, a more spacious 
home about 1.6 km further inland and in about 1836 they moved into 
Cambria, a large dwelling designed by M eredith near the original home 
and surrounded by large gardens. By then, the management of the property 
was mostly being undertaken by the eldest sons, and they took over 
full operational duties of the holdings when M eredith's wife M ary died 
unexpectedly in 1842. By his second marriage he had three sons and four 
daughters, of whom the second son John remained in charge at O yster Bay 
until George M eredith died in 1856. 


M eredith is credited with the establishment of Swansea, originally known 
as Swanport, which is a classified Historic Town. It was first settled in 
1821 by George M eredith and two of his tenant farmers from Glamorgan 
in Wales. During his time in Van Diemen's Land he continued to maintain 
a close interest and participation in the public affairs of the free colonists 
promoting independence from N ew South Wales, and supported the need for 
a free press and an independent legislature. Several of M eredith's children 
became prominent in later years; his second son, Charles, was appointed 
colonial treasurer of Van Diemen's Land in 1857; the fourth son, John, 
was appointed a magistrate at Swansea in 1855; and the fifth son, Edwin, 
migrated to N ew Zealand as a pioneer colonist in 1851.

William N oah H edges, originally baptised N oah William H edges, was born 
in H ertfordshire, England on 16 July 1856. In 1878 he migrated to Australia 
where he worked as a contractor in stone quarries. Later he contracted as 
a builder and building repairer in M ount Barker, South Australia where he 
served on the M ount Barker District Council and Road Board. On 4 April 
1884 he married Elizabeth Paterson at Wistow and they had three sons and 
three daughters. After several years of building wharves and other works 
for railways and ports he moved to Western Australia in 1893 where he 
once again was involved in public works before acquiring a large sharein a 
timber and firewood company of which he became managing director. He 
also acquired farming properties including K oolberrin near N arembeen and 
a farm in South Australia near Lake Alexandrina. 


In 1897 H edges constructed the K aralee rock catchment and reservoir. This 
was the fourth largest of the railway catchment reservoirs and was used 
by the goldfields steam trains between Southern Cross and Coolgardie. It 
held 48.3 million litres of water in an earth dam and was used by steam 
locomotives until 1953 when diesel locomotives were introduced. In 1999 
this area was vested in the National Trust (WA) and is an attraction for 
visitors, picnickers and campers. 


Also, there is a railway siding named H edges Siding. Located on the cross 
country line from M erredin to Narrogin via Kondinin, situated between 
N arembeen and South Kumminin it was originally called Koolberrin after 
H edges farm a few miles west of the railway line. This farm was about 22,000 
acres at its peak. As well as producing wheat and running sheep, H edges 
also used the farm to produce chaff for feeding his horses used on the WA 
Goldfields Firewood Supply Company woodline. 


In 1904 H edges made an unsuccessful attempt to enter parliament contesting 
the Legislative Assembly seat of Yilgarn running as a M inisterial Party 
candidate. This loss did not deter him and in 1906 running as a candidate 
for the Western Australian Party he won the seat of Fremantle in the H ouse 
of Representatives. H e retained this seat in 1910 as a representative of the 
newly formed Commonwealth Liberal Party but lost it in 1913 to Labor's 
Reginald Burchell. There is a printed version of one of his speeches made 
during parliamentary debates on 21 N ovember 1912 on the subject of supply 
(Kalgoorlie to Port Augusta Railway). It was published in book format by 
the Government Printer, M elbourne. Following the death of J ohn Forrest in 
1918 H edges made two unsuccessful attempts in 1918 and again in 1919 to 
win Forrest's federal seat of Swan asa N ationalist candidate. W hen Burchell 
retired in 1922 H edges tried to regain the seat of Fremantle that he had held 
until 1913 but failed. In that same year his wife died. Thereafter he began 
to commute regularly to South Australia and Victoria. 


In 1922 Hedges authored a book titled, 'A practical scheme for land 
settlement in Western Australia’ which was published by R S Sampson in 
Perth. In 1923 he built the homestead, Highland Valley, in the southwest of 
Western Australia. The property unique in its style was the hub of the 4,916 
hectare property with extensive landscaping and gardens and oneof the finest 
lawn tennis courts in the southwest. H edges was appointed President of the 
Western Australian Employers Federation in 1929 and at one time was also 
President of the Central Council of Employers of Australia. William Noah 
H edges died in a private hospital in Claremont on 21 N ovember 1935 and is 
buried at Karrakatta Cemetery. R epresentatives of almost every commercial, 
professional and administrative activity including many prominent political 
figures in Western Australia attended his funeral.

OntheM editerranean, the city of M arathos (Amrit) lay under the dominion 
of Arados (Arwad). Both surrendered in about 332 BC to Alexander the 
Great, whose gold staters this type most clearly imitates. Until fairly recently 
it has been traditionally assigned to the beginning of M arathos coinage as 
the type was only known from the Paris de Luynes coin and the H oughton 
published example. The discovery of some M arathos drachms with a group 
of coins of Seleukos II has brought the known number up to a handful or so, 
while it has brought the likely issuance date down to c.230-225 B.C. This 
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new evidence is helpful, but the issue still remains much an enigma. There 
is an extremely rare tetradrachm, bearing the ethnic, from this period, and 
it may be that these drachms served as an auxiliary fractional coinage. In 
about 219 B.C., M arathos gained its independence from Arados and perhaps 
at this time these events lead to this coinage. The issuance of a high-value 
silver coin would indicate that M arathos had achieved a great measure of 
autonomy. But M arathos did not stay long free of the shadow of Arados. 
In 148 B.C., Arados sacked the city, and M arathos was abandoned soon 
afterwards.

M azaios ruled Cilicia 
for 27 years (until just before the M acedonian conquest), and later, under 
Alexander, he became governor of Babylonia. His surrender of Babylon 
without resistance probably induced Alexander to appoint him Satrap of 
Babylon (Alexander was honouring a worthy opponent). H is unique position 
allowed him to issue a new coinage in his name at Babylon. The issue was 
based on the Attic weight standard (17 g not 10.8 g of the Cilician issue). 
This soon evolved into the regular coinage of Alexander the Great - that of 
his most prolific mint, Babylon. The issue and its significance is discussed 
by Bellinger, Alfred R., Essays on the Coinage of Alexander the Great, (NS 
No.11), New York, 1963, on pages 56ff., and particularly on pp.60-63. 
Bellinger sees this coinage as extremely important and as the precursor to 
the new ‘national’ coinage at the empire's new capital. Imhoof-Blumer's 
explanation is that 'Alexander's effort to make the utmost tolerance for the 
oriental point of view is well known. For the silver, the types of the Cilician 
Satrapal issues of M azaeus, Baaltars in the guise of Zeus and the lion were 
retained. On the first silver issue struck at Babylon, M azaeus continued not 
only the coin types of the Cilician satrapy, but also the inscriptions, which 
promulgate the figure of Baaltars still little known in the far east’. Very 
soon after the issue of this rare coinage M azaeus was induced to give up 
these inscriptions.

The heavy issue of this typeis many moretimes rarer than the lighter version 
of about 15 grams. This rarer intermediate issue follows the modified 
Alexander the Great tetradrachms that substituted the head of H erakles 
with the head of Alexander with the scalp of an Indian elephant. This short 
series was replaced by a new distinctive issue showing a fighting Athena in 
archaising style hurling a thunderbolt and holding a shield with a weight 
standard of 17.2 grams. The next issue was a dramatic change in weight to 
15.6 grams. This was necessitated by Ptolemy I's financial difficulties and his 
loss of Syria and Phoenicia to Antigonus| in 312 B.C. It meant abandoning 
the Attic standard (tetradrachm of 17.2 grams), and replacing it with the 
Rhodian or Chian standard (tetradrachm of 15.6 grams). This change took 
place about 312 B.C., at about the time when Alexander IV was murdered by 
Cassander and it had become no longer necessary for Ptolemy | to retain the 
same weight system. Zervosin his doctoral thesis records only 63 examples 
of this variety struck on the heavy standard; a comprehensive record of all 
known coins from the various museums, sale catalogues and lists.

The recipient of the above main document was an officer in the Dragoons 
of Enghien of the Corps of Conde. Louis de Bourbon Conde, Duke of 
Enghien was a rallying point for the overthrow of the French government. 
H e indicated his desire to work under the British flag and called the French 
‘his most cruel enemy’. William Wickham had set up spy networks and was 
advising d'Enghien on the developments of his counter revolution schemes 
and thetwo maintained written communications in their efforts to overthrow 
the French Government. It is understandable that the document issued by 
William Wickham should afford the recipient protection because officers in 
the Army of Conde had been threatened with 'nothing better than the rope 
and the sword! if they entered France. 


William Wickham, Spymaster, has had numerous books written about his 
rolein trying to bring down theFrench revolutionary government and restore 
the Bourbons to rule France. Wickham was born at Cottingsley, Yorkshire, 
England on 11 November 1761 into a well-to-do family. After completing 
his schooling at H arrow and Christ Church he studied for a law degree at 
Geneva, Switzerland, graduating in 1786. In 1788 hemarried a Swiss citizen, 
Eleonora M adeleine Bertrand, whose father was professor of mathematics 
at the University of Geneva. He then entered the British diplomatic service 
and because of his familiarity with Switzerland he was sent there in 1794 
as assistant to the British Ambassador and one year later was promoted to 
that position. 


As the Ambassador to Switzerland his primary role was that of soymaster 
and he established a network in Switzerland and France with the object 
of planning invasions of France by French Royalists or any other foreign 
powers that might be able to restore the French monarchy of Louis X VIII 
who was living in exile. 


To achieve his goals, the British Government endowed Wickham with an 
enormous amount of money, much of this directed to the revolutionary 
French General Charles Pichegru whom Wickham was trying to woo over so 
that all of his troops could be placed into theranks of Louis] oseph, Prince of 
Conde who maintained an army on theRhine. W hen French spies learned of 
Wickham's spy network France pressured the Swiss Government to remove 
him so Wickham resigned and returned to England where he was appointed 
Under-Secretary of State for the Home Department in 1798. H owever, he 
returned to Switzerland in 1799 and resumed his spy network for another 
three years, this time against Emperor N apoleon |. Pressure was once more 
placed on the Swiss Government so again Wickham resigned and this time 
returned to England for good. 


In 1802 he was appointed to the Privy Council and named Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, a post he held until 1804. He also served terms as a M ember of 
Parliament from 1802 to 1807. He died on 22 October 1840.

Tubbo Station, located near Whitton, still stands as one of the richest and 
largest grazing and sheep properties in the Riverina. It was established during 
the mid-1800s by a Scottish squatter, John Peter who took it from meagre 
beginnings to become almost a village within itself, consisting of seven 
smaller stations, a school, blacksmith and general store for its employees and 
their families.

RHS BronzeM edal (Case 2065): Citation: William J.Greene, of Wynnum, Queensland, a carpenter, aged 27 years, who rescued five youths - named J .A.Finney, 
H .T.Dark, W.Finlay, W.G.L.Fish, H .F.K ennedy, all residing in Brisbane, and whose ages rangefrom 13 to 19 years - from drowning between Wellington Point and 
Wynnum (Queensland), on 26th December, 1901. The youths were sailing from Wellington Point to M anly in the 'Roxana’, and she capsized, leaving fourteen 
persons struggling in the water, nine of whom were drowned. M r Greene, who was sailing towards Wynnum, saw two youths clinging to alog, and with great 
difficulty rescued them. When the youths told their sad tale, M r Greene made for Wynnum, and asked the captain of the 'Regana' to go with him and search 
for the capsized boat; and after cruising round for along time they found the boat, with the boys clinging to it. M r Greene, with a lifeline round him, swam 
out 30 yards in a rough sea to the youths, who were completely exhausted, and rescued them. They had been clinging to the boat for nearly six hours. 


John William (sometimes William J ohn) Greene (sometimes Green) was born 3 September 1876 in Cardiff, Wales, moving to Australia with his family in the 
1890s and settling in Wynnum, Queensland. Being a keen recreational sailor, Greene was in M oreton Bay on 26 January 1901, the day of the Wynnum boat 
disaster when the 'Roxana' capsized leaving fourteen youths in rough seas clinging to the upturned boat debris. Greene was instrumental in saving five of the 
youths, the other nine drowned. For his gallant actions he was awarded the Royal Humane Society of Australasia Bronze M edal (case 2065) and a privately 
engraved piece from W.Fish, one of the youths he saved. 


A carpenter and M aster Builder by trade, Greene became President of the Queensland M aster Builders Association and Vice President of the Federated M aster 
Builders Association of Australia. H e built the M oreton Bay Girl's High School. 


W hen World War | broke out, Greene answered 'the call’ by travelling to England and on 3 M ay 1915 he joined 1Bn H onourable Artillery Company. H e then 
served overseas from 4 February to 24 December 1916 before transferring to the Tank Corps. H ewas awarded theM ilitary M edal and was seriously wounded 
(Who's Who 1933-34). After the war hereturned to Brisbane and became involved with local politics. He became an Alderman of the Wynnum Town Council 
from 1921-25, was the M ayor in 1922 and served on the Finance, Works, H ealth and Legislative Committees in 1924 and 1925. 


Greene moved to greater prominence when he served as the 3rd Lord M ayor of Greater Brisbane 1931-1934. Also at this time he served as Alderman for 
the Wynnum Ward and on the Executive Committee of Finance. A long standing M ason, Greene was also active with Rotary, Legacy, and Anzac Clubs, and 
was involved with the 1935 Jubilee and 1937 Coronation celebrations along with his wife, Phyllis M ary Fairfax Greene (nee Smyth) whom he married on 
29 January 1920. Both received medals for the 1935 and 1937 celebrations and J.W.Greene was also recognised in 1953 with a medal. In 1935-37 his wife 
was President, Ladies Committee, Society for Crippled Children. John William Greene died on 7 October 1959 just a couple of weeks after the Queensland 
Centenary Celebrations.
